Pets and Penalties. 

It is always with fear and trem- 
bling that one strikes the note of 
warning against the dangers that 
menace through the family pet; but 
now and then it has to be done, aiid 
all the more because oi the fact that 
the dealer the pet the greater the 
•nenai e. It is hard to prove to the 
people who admire their cats that 
this lovable, hugable, kiasable animal 
can be, and often is, a carrier of the 
worst kinds of disease-germs. They 
say, ''^'hy, our cat is the daintiest, 
cleanest thing in the world. She 
washes herself all the time" — and it 
is ((uite true, she doe^, only unfor 
tunately she has no knowledge of 
the germ theory, and those fastidious 
passes of licrs over llie surface of 
her fill, alilioiigh very satisfying to 
her own sense of rleanline-s. have 
no effect whatever on the microbes 
she m jy be unconsciously harboring. 

I he get Ills >>f nearly all the epi 
demic and local diseases flourish 
upon the family cat, although the 
animariiseif may not be sul>jei t. 
In some cases it can both spread 
and have it itself — diptheria is a 
case in point. The thi(k fur, so 
templing to stroke, can hold the 
germs of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
measles, whooping cough or small 
p«)x. Besides these and many 
others, ringworm and tapeworm can 
be spread in this way, as well :s 
other skin disorders. 

It is dreadful to r;.iKM t how often 
a convalcrcing child is given the 
family cat to keep it company in iis 
exile from its playniates, and then, 
when the animal is turned loose in 
the house without being boiled first, 
people are quite astonished that the 
iulluenza should s|ifead through the 
entire family -after all their care. 

Of course the cat is uot the only 
culprit. Dogs, horses and canary- 
birds come uniler tlie s.ime condem- 
nation, except that dogs arc often 
given thourough batls, especially 
housedogs. It IS dil>icult to hug 
aud kiss canaries, and horses seldom 
are allowed to sleep on tiie foot of 
the bed. ISut whatever the nature 
of the pet 'may be, it is safe to make 
the rule that it should not handled 
much, especially if it is the long-hair- 
ed kind: then, if parents will see to it 
that any animal allowed in the house, 
or approached by the childien, is 
kept scrumpulously clean, much of 
the danger will be eliminated. U. 
ought not to be neceasary to add a 
word of protest against the altogather 
unwise habit of kissing or being kiss- 
ed by animal pets, and yet this 
breach of det en( y is often c oinmilcd 
by otherwise fastidious people.
